Corporal Richard Densil, who in- 
stalled both record players and has 
helped with numerous electrical ap- 
pliances around school, will set up 
the P.A. System. 

College Government wishes to 
stress the fact that the public ad- 
dress system belongs to the stu- 
dents. It will be run on a first 
come, first serve basis. “It will be 
especially effective,” Martha add- 
ed, at sports events, dances, stunt 
night, and at the Thanksgiving ac- 
tivities. It is hoped that the sys- 
tem will be installed and ready for 
use by the middle of November.

On Wesleyan Campus 

Coming to this campus October 
2-6 for the first semester Religious 
Emphasis Week will be Dr. Har- 
old M. Bosley, pastor of the Mount 
Vernon Methodist church in Bal- 
timore, Maryland. Dr. Bosley is 
known all over the country, espe- 
cially on college and university 
campuses for his inspirational and 
challenging addresses. He has given 
much of his time speaking at stu- 
dent conferences and young peo- 
ples* assemblies. His most recent 
visit to Macon and the Wesleyan 
campus was with the Methodist 
Bishops’ Crusade for a New World 
Order last year. 

Religious emphasis week is a 
part of the YWCA program. For 
the first time two such weeks will 
be conducted, one each semester. 
Dr. Bosley will speak each morn- 
ing during the chapel hour and each 
evening after dinner. His morning 
messages will bring before us the 
challenge. What Can I Believe? 
He will then specialize each day 
on one phase of Christian belief: 
About God; About Christ; About 
the Bible; About the Good Life; 
and About Man. 

In the evening he will present 
to the Wesleyan girls the great 
problems confronting all Christian 
thinking people today. Greatness 
and Goodness is his ‘first topic. The 
next successive evenings he will 
speak on Peace and Power; Change 
and Security; Freedom and Re- 
straint; and the final message will 
be The Leader We Need. 

During the day Dr. Bosley will 
conduct personal conferences for 
those interested in talking to him. 
Arrangements for appointments for 
these conferences will be an- 
nounced by Jane Methvin, presi- 
dent of the YWCA.

FORMER OLYMPIC CHAMPION WILLIAMS 
NOW SERIOUS SOCIOLOGY PROFESSOR 


Had you been a coed at Duke 
University in 1932 through 1936, 
you would have been well acquaint- 
ed with the name of Melvin Wil- 
liams, then a pre-ministerial stu- 
dent, but now a new member of 
Wesleyan’s faculty. He was prom- 
inent in all college activities, but 
was known best for athletic 
achievements. Southern Indoor 
Shotput champion, he participated 
in the Olympic preliminaries held 
at Duke that year, where he rank- 
ed high in shot-put and discus- 
throwing. . 1 

Mr. Williams, head of Wesley- 
an’s new department of Sociology 
and Economics says that he has 
now replaced his intense interest 
in sports and athletics with a love 
for teaching and social work. Me 
is recognized in the field of Sociol- 


ugical theories of Religion, and is 
author of a chapter in the book. 
Contemporary Social Theories, “My 
own book on the research study 
of Sociological theories will prob- 
ably be ready for publication in 
six or eight months,” he said. 

Mr. Williams has his own ideas 
of teaching. “I believe,” said he, 
“that before the students or the 
faculty can do their job most ef- 
fectively, there must be more than 
the formal classroom association 
between them. The greater part of 
the influence of a teacher upon a 
student is not his profound ideas 
— if he has any,” he added, “ — but 
rather his personality and his own 
faith in God and students. One 
should teach in terms of the needs 
of the personalities of the students 
rather than subject-matter alone.”

Zorin-Lawton Give Brilliant Concert 
Before Large Appreciative Audience 


Last Friday evening in the Con- 
servatory Chapel Professor Vladi- 
mir Zorin, bass, and Professor 
Ralph Lawton, pianist, held a full 
house spellbound for two hours. 
The program was well-balanced 
with compositions familiar to the 
audience and others heard less fre- 
quently. 

Mr. Lawton’s brilliant technique 
was effectively displayed in his in- 
terpretation of Moussorgsky’s “Pic- 
tures from an Exhibition”. His 
skillful playing of this composition 
w'as characterized by the clarity 
of articulation and the nuances of 
color adapted to each particular 
piece. His vivid imagination was 
evident in his attainment of the 
chirping quality of the dancing 
chicks and the contrast of the so- 
nority of the great gate of Kieflf.

The understanding artistry 
of Mr. Zorin was so poignant that 
the audience felt every variance of 
the moods of his songs. The dic- 
tion of the foreign languages w’as 
excellent and his interpretation of 
the Italian, German, French and 
English songs was most effective. 
Among them were Gomes’ Salva- 
tor Ro.sa, Morgen by Strauss, Bon- 
jour Suzon by Delibes and The 
Fushsia Tree by Quilter.

DR. PEALE IS 
CHAPEL SPEAKER 

Dr. Norman Vincent Peale, pas- 
tor of the Marble Collegiate 
Church, New York City, spoke to 
Wesleyan in the regular chapel 
service Nov. 9. 

Dr. Peale has been in Macon this 
week attending the annual session 
of the South Georgia Conference 
and upon the invitation of Miss 
Elizabeth Stinson, consented to be 
Wesleyan’s guest speaker for 
Thursday. 

Before entering the ministry Dr. 
Peale was a newspaper reporter 
and was at one time employed by 
the Detroit Journal. Besides his 
outstanding work in religious fields 
which he began in 1922, he is the 
author of two books and was the 
technical adviser for the movie 
“One Foot In Heaven” in 1941. 

Dr. Peale was graduated from 
Ohio Wesleyan University and re- 
ceived the degree of Master of 
Arts from Boston University. Four 
years later he received a Bachelor 
of Sacred Theology degree from 
Boston University School of The- 
ology. Several honorary degrees 
have been conferred upon him by 
outstanding universities all over 
America. 

The Reverend Dr. Peale has 
traveled extensively in America 
and in Europe and he is one of the 
youngest men in the volume, \Vho*8 
Who in America. He is a member 
of many important organizations in 
New York. 

The Marble Collegiate Church is 
the oldest Protestant Church in 
America and is one of the most 
popular churches in the City of 
New York. Dr. Peale, who has been 
its pastor since 1932, has made the 
church famous for its Sunday 
night services with so many young 
people in attendance. 


According to McDonald Held, 
technical director, this appropriation 
will be used to equip the gridiron

This will open 
up the full available height and 
greatly increase the usefulness of 
the stage because the loft will be 
usable. Approximately 17 sets of 
lines, including act curtain and as- 
bestos curtain lines, will be put in, 
making possible the flying of scen- 
ery and lighting equipment. All rig- 
ging will be of the latest model 
with mechanical counterweights. 
Mr. Held stated that when this job 
is finished Wesleyan will have an

excellently equipped stage and 
scenic changes and technical ad- 
justments will he much simplified. 

Eighteen baby spot lights, a large 
border light and a teaser border 
light have been purchased and floor 
pockets will be built in the stage 
floor for adjustable equipment. A 
set of footlights are to be construct- 
ed, Mr. Held said, and all of the 
stage lights will be controlled by a 
light control board of the latest 
type. This board will be equipped 
with transformer dimmers and will 
he flexible in every respect. 

The removal of the present stage 
ceiling allows for the use of a large 
room for the scenic w'orkshop. It is 
conveniently located to the stage 
with large doors opening in the 
stage wall through which scenery 
can be raised and lowered. A com- 
plete set of tools have been bought 
for the workshop. These include 
hand-working tools and power ma- 
chinery such as a table saw with 
special attachments, medium sized 
band saw for cutting curv'es and a 
drill press. In the long hallway 
above the stage a 50 foot paint 
frame will be set up. This frame 
will be 16 feet high and will pro- 
vide for the painting of drops of 
any size. A complete set can also 
he mounted on this frame and 
painted at one time. A lumber rack 
is to be at one end of this hallway. 

New Stage Curtains 

Mr. Held added that material to 
make a complete set of velure cur- 
tains is being bought. These cur- 
tains will be hand made, he said, 
and will greatly enhance the ap- 
pearance of the stage when used for 
general programs and for play pro- 
duction. A new sky drop will also 
be set up with the curtains. 

The lighting workshop has al- 
ready been remodeled and is equip- 
ped with a work bench, special fix- 
tures for testing equipment, shelves 
for keeping lamp supplies, gelatine 
cabinets and gelatine frame racks. 

During fall holidays the make-up 
room was completely painted and 
twenty make-up tables were in- 
stalled. Twenty mirrors and special 
lighting which will provide means 
of testing make-up before going on 
the stage will be set up when the 
equipmnet comes.

Chile’s colorful pianist, Claudio

boy wouldn’t be coming home. There would always be tha 
emptv place, because [im would never come back. 

Who would have thought then that in November, 1944 a great- 
er, a more horrible war than the one which had just 
he raging? Who would have thought that November 11, 191« 
would lose some of its sacred significance in a newer, fresher 
wound— wounds inflicted upon the people of the world by World 

Warn. 

With the parades and ceremonies of Armistice days of a few 
vears ago, still freshly imprinted on minds, it is hard to believe 
that again the world is looking forward to the cessation of hos- 
tilities of another greater conflict. 

It would he most fitting tomorrow if people the world over 
would pledge that they will try harder than before so they won t 
he facing this situation again in another twenty years, and that 
they will try to really make the .Armistice following this war one 
that is final and lasting.

Xhe exhibition of recent water- 
colors by Emil Holzhauer in the 
art gallery, Taylor Hall, Rivoli, 
has been viewed with considerable 
interest by students, faculty and 
some visitors to the campus. What 
impresses one on first entering the 
jjallery is the resplendent color of 
the pictures as a whole. Take, for 
instance, the largest painting, 
“Ren^e/' It comprises a mosaic of 
colors in the red jacket of the girl, 
the orange of the embroidered sofa, 
the green table, the yellow vase and 
the golden light of the summer af- 
ternoon flowing onto the porch. 

There are several scenes of Ma- 
con painted within the last year. 
The “Old Station,” on the road to 
Camp Wheeler, stands in the bril- 
liarit glare of the sun; its red- 
brick walls are viewed from the 
darkness of a tunnel. The “House 
of Mystery” is an architectural 
gem of the Victorian era, and the 
mystery centers around a broken 
window with bars of sunlight 
across a yellow shade. 

Another unsual Macon scene is 
“Fifth Street,” the quaint gables 
of which remind one of quaint 
streets in medieval towns. The vari- 
ous signs give color accents. 

Some of the subjects are of 
North Carolina and the watercol- 
or, “What's Cooking,” shows a 
farmyard with the same donkey 
quizically looking out two different 
barn windows. Two pictures of 
lumber mills near Franklin give 
a sense of the rugged mountain 
scenery of that section. 

One of the most popular subjects 
is the silvery “Rhododendron,” 
with the pink flower in a bluish- 
green vase. 

The exhibition will be open until 
Saturday, November 25. If you 
have not seen it, this is the last 
chance.

“Hollywood’s a wonderful place

Moral Support 

Introducing the President was 
the biggest thrill I’ve ever known, 
Bettie continued, “and having Linda 
Darnell to cheer me on and Gene 
Kelly to wink at me just before I 
started talking gave me all the 
moral support I neded.” Seriously, 
Bettie added, “Linda Darnell was 
wonderful to me. She’s absolutely, 
unaffected and really a swell per- 
son. Next to Mr. Corwin I liked 
her the best.” 

The show was broadcast from a 
large stage in the Hollywood Stu- 
dios of CBS. Bettie tells, and there 
was a fifty-piece orchestra and 
a thirty-voice chorus plus all the 
Hollywood stars appearing on the 
show. “I was pretty nervous when 
my time to speak came”, Bettie 
said, “but after I got started it was 
fun and I really enjoyed it.” 

Linda Darnell, Gene Kelly and 


Norman Corw'in were just three of 
the celebrities that Bettie Hall w'as 
closely associated with during her 
stay in Hollyw'ood. There w'as 
Joseph Gotten, Danny Kaye, George

through the Warner Brothers Stu- 
dios, seeing several pictures in pro- 
duction. 

Lots of Fan Mail 

Though Bettie’s sudden appear- 
ance in the limelight seems like a 
dream to her, all this fan mail that 
has been pouring in is far from a 
dream. There are letters from G.I. 
Joes who admired her courage in 
speaking for Mr. Roosevelt. There’s 
a letter from a medically discharged 
soldier w’ho w'ants an autographed 
picture of his “favorite future star 
of radio’*. Soldiers* mothers, busi- 
ness men, Georgians and people 
from nearly every state in the 
Union have w^ritten expressing ad- 
miration for the job she did in 
boosting the President and praising 
her ability as a radio speaker. 

But all this praise and attention 
hasn’t changed the Bettie Hall w'e 
knew before this happened. She 
still insists “It’s all a dream to me.

Mr. Hollzhaeur's 
Exhibition Depicts 
Scenes of Macon

Something new' has been added 
to the walls of the .Art Gallery at 
Wesleyan Conservatory. Some of 
us call it a concert of colors, others 
a master exhibition of perspective 
with spirit, but we will all agree 
that Mr. Emil Holtzhaeur has an 
exhibit hanging there that is worth 
seeing several times. The exhibit 
is really an opportunity for us to 
see Macon through an artist’s eyes. 

When we stand before a finished 
picture in an exhibit it is hard for 
us to conceive of all that has gone 
into its making. Of course there are 
the years of w'ork, study, and ob- 
servation that go with all true ac- 
complishments. But the actual pic- 
ture w’e see before us was once a 
clean white board or paper. The 
artist' stood before* it with a-palettc 
of different hued pigments, turpen- 
tine or water, rag, and a handful of 
brushes . . . with these it was his 
to create ... to tell people what 
he saw and felt . . . that they too 
might see and feel these things . . . 
that was his goal. Again as in any 
undertaking, we are never assured 
the .same amount of success, or any 
success at all . . . tho’ we may have 
done the same thing numbers of 
times before. 

Artist’s Inspiration 
The subject has inspired the paint- 
er so that he feels he has some- 
thing to say about it. He arranges 
it into a composition. Then he be- 
gins to convert the pigment into 
color as he transfers it to his pic- 
ture. He wants to make the colors 
dance together ... to breathe an 
atmosphere into the picture, so that 
we may breathe it as we look at 
it. His drawing must be correct. 
He wants us to .see the brilliance 
and vividness of the lights and rich- 
ne.ss and depth of the darks. His 
brush is skillful and sensitive as his 
hand flies about his composition . . . 
tying it together, giving objects 
unity . . . tho* we can fairly see the 
texture and fullness of each of them. 
We feel the depth in the picture 
and the subtle suhdueing of the 
background to bring out the center 
of interest. 

Final Achievement 
Finally there is the feeling that 
comes with completion . . . the 
analyzing, the careful search to de- 
termine how' well the aims arc com- 
bined into the whole. It may have 
taken many paintings, many hours 
to arrive at this point, yet always 
there is the same vital freshness. 
One is never completely satisfied 
with any achievement, it seems, hut 
to behold the success before us that 
only our best can give us is the 
satisfaction for which we all .search 
. . . and this is the artists’s reward. 

The ideas we get from these pic- 
tures of Mr. Holtzhaeurs* . . . the 
southern lanes we have seen all our 
lives, the negro aptly depicted in 
the uniqueness of his character. 
“Ice”, is a perfect example. “The 
Market” is splendid in its color, 
perspective, activity, and spirit. The 
strong and lavish painting we find 
in all of them . . . each has some- 
thing to tell . . . we have only to 
sec.

The total time 
lost in a week is 288 minutes or 
4.8 hours for letting the trains go 
by.

Under Prof. Nell 

The new class in Experimental 
Psychology, consisting of twenty 
majors in this field, is performing 
structural and functional tests un- 
der the direction of Dr. R. B. Nell. 

An anthropometric study con- 
sisting of making head indexes was 
the first experiment. Second in the 
series was a test for reaction time 
of value in many industries and in 
measuring athletic ability.

MARY EUYANG COMES TO WESLEYAN 
TO BE 'MOST INTERESTING STUDENT'

Have you ever been a passenger 
on a troop ship with 5,000 men? 
Have you ever interviewed a Gen- 
eralissimo? If you haven't then 
you should get Mary Euyang to tell 
you about it. Mary, whose Chinese 
name, Mei-Sung, means American- 
born, has just arrived at Wesleyan 
from her home in Chungking. She is 
attending Wesleyan on the Madame 
Chiang Scholarship for Chinese 
students. 

Mary arrived in Macon Thurs- 
day night after three months of 
traveling by plan and ship. She left 
her home in November 1944 and 
flew over “the Hump’* to India 
where she waited until December 
16 for further transport. When she 
reached the States she stopped in 
several cities on her way to New 
York. One of these cities was Chi- 
cago where she was born while her 
parents were students at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. 


After Mary reached New York 
she was interviewed over NBC on 
January 29. Then she continued her 
journey to Georgia to enroll at 
Wesleyan. 

Mary, who has lived in China 
since she was four months old, left 
her home in Shanghai five years 
after the Japanese occupation of 
the city and traveled with her 
mother and younger brother to 
Chungking in 1943. In Shanghai 
Mary attended St. John’s Univer- 
sity and after going to Chungking 
she matriculated in the Post-grad- 
uate School of Journalism of the 
Political Institute which is spon- 
sored by Columbia University. 

There were 32 students in the 
School of Journalism, 25 of whom 
were men. They attended classes 
from 9 a.m. until 6 p.m. After 
classes Mary and the others who 
were on the staff of the school pa-

Twenty years ago George Pgpg 
shvily came to America from Ru^ 
sia’s Georgia. His Americanizatiot 
began at Ellis Island. Here he met 
the money lender who, for on 
dollar, rented a fat roll of bills to 
prove to the examiner that the im- 
migrant was a man of means, and 
here he was persuaded to exchange 
his prized new caracul hat for a 
highly recommended cotton cap and 
one dollar. George’s father had 
trained his son in two trades so 
that he might never want for work. 
Equipped as a harness maker and 
a maker of swords, George faces 
New York. He has the usual ad- 
ventures of the greenhorn, but 
with a difference — for where else 
have we ever read of a greenhorn 
whose hand the judge, addressed by 
George as “Your Honesty,” begged 
to shake when the case was dis- 
missed? “Ever assault to kill a 
man?” George had been asked. 
“Hundreds,” was the reply of this 
veteran of World War I. 

With all the trusting faith of 
Lil Abner himself George buys a 
piece of real estate that turns out 
to be under water; he finds him- 
self unwittingly used as a strike 
breaker and, discovering his mis- 
take, he emerges into the angry 
strikers with notes in four lan- 
guages saying that it was all i 
mistake, pinned on his lapel. The 
idea of the notes was fine but none 
of them happened to be in English 
and before they found a translator 
George was unconscious from what 
they did to him. They ended friends. 

Wherever George goes, and he 
goes practically all over the coun- 
try, he finds adventures and food, 
food, food. Life is sweet when he 
hears that an old friend of his is 
in Fort Wayne. He locates “Unck 
John” Dzea Vanno by the expen- 
sive expendient of hiring a taxi and 
visiting every restaurant in the 
city until he recognizes a special 
dish of Uncle John’s carried by a 
passing waiter. The results are hi- 
larious. 

This merry book like George him- 
self, is “full of prance.” It is als® 
full of appreciation for what 
America really means to her adopt- 
ed sons. Isabelle Mallet of the 
Times Book Review says, “For our 
money, when we want the four 
freedoms of America poi^a® ^ 
outlined by a poet and philosopher* 
we’ll let George do it.” 
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League Campaign Launched

ELECTED TO HEAD CAMPUS COMMinEE 

A campaign to organize a I.eague of Women Voters on Wes- 
leyan cainpns was begun last week, culminating in the election 
of Rebecca Shipley, senior, and Gwen Kesnick. junior, as chair- 
men of a committee to further stimulate interest in such a cam 
pus organization. According to pre.sent plans, a meeting of the 
girls interested in fonning a league 


will be held next week when nonii> 
nations for officers will be made. 

An outline of the League of 
Women Voters was given by Mrs. 
R. L. McDougall and Mrs. Paty, 
representatives of the Georgia 
League, at a chapel talk last week. 
They emphasized the need for such 
a campus organization, particularly 
in a state where young people of 
college age have the franchise. “We 
are going to have to vote and use 
our vote intelligently if we are go- 
ing to have a better place to live,” 
Mrs. McDougall said. Speaking di- 
rectly to the 18-year-old voters, she 
added, “All other states are watch- 
ing you to see if you’re going to 
vote and how you’re going to vote.” 

The League of Women Voters, 
founded in 1919 as a strictly non- 
partisan organization, aims to pre- 
pare women, young and old, to do 
a good job of voting. The league 
functions on the basis that an in- 
formed voter is a good voter. It 
studies and supports issues, not 
candidates. 

Through a central committee of 
the league, located in Washington, 
the League of Women Voters dis- 
tributes to its individual members, 
published studies to simplfy issues 
for citizens and supplies voting rec- 
ords of candidates. It sends ob- 
servers to various committee meet- 
ings of the government to learn 
the problems and assist govern- 
ment officials, in keeping with the 
league’s slogan: “Friendly co-oper- 
ation in government.” In this 
manner the w'omen’s league has 
been able to make its influence felt 
in many major and minor govern- 
mental issues in state and local as 
well as national circles. 

At a luncheon given by Mrs. 
Florence J. Sheriff and representa- 
tives of her American government 
class at the Pharm last Tuesday, 
a further outline of a college league 
was made by Mrs. MacDougall and 
Mrs. Paty.

Who can we blame but ourselves? We vote to put 
those of our fellow' students in office who abuse 
their power to assert their own per.sonalities and 
exhibit their authority like a side show at a sec- 
ond rate circus. 

Heads of organizations have been elected who 
promptly forget to consult other members of 
their organizatins on matter of policy and for- 
get that there might be another idea in the crowd 
beside their own or roommates. There have also 
been incidents of utter disregard for advice of- 
fered by faculty members. There are exceptions 
which serve to prove good campus organizations 
can exist if managed with a spirit of friendly co- 
operation and abiding by rules laid down for and 
by these groups rather than something invented 
for convenience sake.

Ceramics is a bright, thriving bud 
of the Conservatory Art Depart- 
ment, and one of the most relied 
upon devices of interior decoration. 
The course was inaugurated here 
two years ago, and has become one 
of the most popular courses among 
art students. 

It takes more than the fingers on 
one hand to count the thrills in 
making ceramics pieces. The begin- 
ning of each object is a lump of 
clay, void of any intentional form; 
to give it form is the job of the 
person with an idea. The idea is the 
simplest part; then come the ques- 
tions. How will this idea look in the 
round? ... Is it good in design? 
What proportions shall be used? 
The artist begins to model with fin- 
gers and tools; the clay bends and 
turns beneath her dextrous fingers. 
Hours pass and the idea stands be- 
fore her, in the round. Now to fin- 
ish it off, smooth and complete . . . 

triumphant capture of nature’s 
wild offering, the clay. The idea 
has been given, shared. 

After drying the created clay is 
taken into the kiln room, where it 
becomes terra cotta in the torrid 
interior of a fired kiln. Next, to 
make the impression more vivid, a 
glaze is sought. The color must 
reinforce the idea, suit the design, 
and please the eye. A large order.

Ceramics couldn’t begin to be 
discussed without mention being 
made of pottery. The story of the 
potter’s wheel is one of the most 
fascinating to he told from the time 
the clay is a handful of dirt until 
it is worked up to get the air bub- 
bles out . . . patted into a ball . . . 
placed on the canter of the bat on 
the wheel, and molded by the steady 
pressure of the maker’s hand into 
a lovely piece of pottery. Then 
there’s casting in molds, whereby 
the artist is able to reproduce the 
original form as many times as de- 
sired. 

After a thorough examination of 
ceramics pieces, it is always amaz- 
ing to see just how much can be 
done with what is so commonly 
thought of as mud. 

Ceramics is a big and growing 
field at Wesleyan. Some day the 
chubby little kiln in the tiny, unique 
kiln room will have a much larger 
helper, the glazes will he brighter, 
the clay and equipment more plen- 
tiful. The ideas? Well, certainly as 
bountiful, for Wesleyan’s art stu- 
dents work hard and long to form 
and create that which is art.

The members of 
this organization do everything 
from hauling furniture to taking

The Civil Service Commission has 
announced a new examination to 
secure applicants for Junior Profes- 
sional Assistant positions with the 
Government. The positions pay $2.- 
433 a year including the amount 
for overtime. 

For this examination either ap- 
propriate education or experience, 
or a combination of the two, is qual- 
ifying. Persons are especially need- 
ed for positions in the fields of busi- 
ness analysis, economics, editing, fis- 
cal analysis, information, personnel 
administration, public administra- 
tion. statistics, home economics, 
tests and measurements, and techni- 
cal agriculture. 

Applicants who have successfully 
completed a full 4-ycar course lead- 
ing to a bachelor’s degree in a col- 
lege or university may qualify for 
entrance to this examination. Sen- 
ior students may also apply but they 
cannot enter on duty until after 
their graduation. In order to quali- 
fy with experience, applicants must 
have had at least 3 years of experi- 
ence which will show clearly their 
ability to perform the duties of a 
Junior Professional Assi.stant in one 
of the fields mentioned. 

Applicants will be given a writ- 
ten test consisting of questions to 
test their aptitude for learning and 
adjusting to the duties of the posi- 
tions. Xo closing date is set for re- 
ceipt of applications. They will he 
accepted by the Civil 5^rvice Com- 
mission until further notice. 

Students interested in these posi- 
tions are urged to get further in- 
formation from Dr. R. B. Nell. A 
copy of the Commission’s announce- 
ment of this examination has been 
sent to his office for the informa- 
tion of all students. Information and 
application forms are also avail- 
able at first- and second-class (>ost 
offices, from Commission’s regional 
offices, or direct from the U. S. 
Civil Service Commission, Wash- 
ington 25, D. C. 

.Appointments to Federal posi- 
tions are made in accordance with 
War Manpower Commission poli- 
cies and employment stabilization 
programs.

In a class meeting held Tuesday 
night, April 10. the Sophomore 
Class of Wesleyan College voted 
to become the foster parents of the 
child which the present Senior Class 
adopted in October, 1944. The Sen- 
ior adoption period will end 
September 30, 1945 and the Sopho- 
more Class will then continue the 
adoption. 

The child. Anthony Gilder, bet- 
ter known as “Tony.” is a four- 
year-old British child who was 
“bombed-out” of his London home 
and was evacuated to the country. 
His mother is still in London and 
his father is serving in His 
Majesty’s forces overseas. Colonies 
for children such as Tony have 
recently been opened in England, 
France, and Italy. Here these 
children arc given the opportunity 
to continue their education and are 
also given the advantage of out- 
door exercise which would not be 
possible without the aid given by 
the foster parents. 

The adoption of these children is 
handled by the Foster Parents’ Plan 
For War Children, Incorporated, 
which has its American Headquart- 
ers in New York City. Each month 
the matron in charge of the child 
sends the foster parents a written 
report of the child’s progress, and 
mail to the child is sent in care o 
New York office.

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Wesleyan's Answer 

Several letters have been written recently con- 
cerninir Wesleyan frirls smokinjc in public. In an- 
swer to their queries, here are the facts, straight 
from the shoulder. In plain language, we are not 
allowed to smoke in public because a majority of 
the trustees, parents, and alumnae do not ap- 
prove of the idea. They have a tremendous in- 
fluence on our school rules, and it would be futile 
to fight with them now. Later they will probably 
become more lenient about smoking, just as they 
have about dancing. Most of the students do not 
realize that Wesleyannes were not allowed to 
dance at all until several years ago. The first 
dance on the Wesleyan campus was griven in 
March, 1941, just four years ago. And students 
were not allowed to dance off campus until last 
year. Perhaps the progress students have made 
in obtaining dance privileges will encourage the 
smokers. But, the time is not yet ripe, and the 
issue is not big enough to warrant an unnecessary 
disturbance. 

Editor* 9 Note: The Watchtower is neutral 
on the question of smoking. This is an at- 
tempt to allow all to express their opinions 
concerning the matter.

There are so many things around Wesleyan that 
are accepted and appreciated but are never really 
commented on.

Foster. They are but a few of the 
Red Cross canteen aids who keep 
a steady flow of coffee and cheer 
ready for the boys who fly through 
on the ATC routes. The shifts last 
six busy hours— sandwiches are 
made on the assembly line plan 
and the coffee pots never cease 
to perk. The lounge is comfortably 
furnished by the Junior League 
with couches, easy chairs, tables! 
magazines and a radio. These are 
necessities for the men who must 
often wait hours getting a plane 
out. 

When the loud speaker booms 
forth with “Attention Red Cross- 
two planes coming in — 45 passen- 
gers,” the Canteen becomes alive 
with activity. The soldiers, sailors 
and marines walk numbly in, blow- 
ing their cold hands nonchalantly 
displaying battle ribbons and stare 
from every theater of war. They 
hurriedly gulp the coffee and food 
and with a smiling “thanks, lady” 
are soon roaring away in the huge 
C-47. Some are returning home af- 
ter months and others put “desti- 
nation unknown” in the ledger. It 
brings the war very close to girls 
who wash the dishes and prepare 
for the next planes. The planes 
come in regularly throughout the 
night and often the Canteen is 
crowded w'ith as many as 200 men. 
all hungry and tired, but yet pa- 
tient when the coffe gives out. The 
Canteen is neither all glamour nor 
all work. Seeing the huge 8-24*5 
taxi down the runway, talking to 
Flying Tigers, inspecting the 
planes, and the knowledge that the 
six hours are spent doing something 
really u.seful is more than enough 
compensation for the dishwater 
hands and lack of sleep. As the ne* 
day dawns over the broad brilliaoi 
runw'ays of the field, the girls re- 
luctantly greet the next shift of 
Canteen aids. They wearily but hap- 
pily return to Wesleyan with f 
left my heart at the Red Cross 
Canteen” in their thoughts.

Student Opinions on Worid Peace 
Organization Seen in Polt 

Tn order to .stimulate intere.st and thought among W esleyan 
students concerning a world organization devoted to maintain- 
ing a lasting peace, the I-eagiie of Women Voters conducted a 
poll of students and faculty members last week. Results of this 
poll, reflecting opinions of those (jiiestioned, have been re- 
leased by (jwenn Resnick, president of the Wesleyan chapter 
of the League of Women Voters. 

In answer to the cjuestion on the United States participation 
in a world organization, 11 believed that the United States 
should join with (ireat Britain and Russia to guarantee i)eace: 
12^> were in favor of joining an organization of all peace lov- 
ing nations; and one wished the United Stales to avoid all 
entangling alliances. 

Nine students believed that a third W orld W'ar is iinavoidal)le 
in 20 to 30 years; one thought that creating a United Nations 
organization will insure peace; and 134 are cd the opinion that 
creating a United Nations organization is only the first step 
toward a lasting peace. 

To prevent war 113 are in favor of furnishing military force 
immediate! v upon call of a United *\ations organization, while 
38 wish to delay furnishing military force until Congress vc»tes 

to do so. . 11 

d'wo W’esleyannes think that our relations with other na- 
tions are .so complicated that it is useless for a citizen to try 
to understand them, and 147 believe that citizens in a democ- 
raev must trv to understand onr relations with other nations. 

This poll is being conducted in cooperation with the National 
League of Women V oters.

We made our first bacon sandwiches that 
year and sanR our first sonRs at the Thank.sRiv- 
inR banquet and lit our first Wesleyan Christmas 
candles. We still felt like Udpoles. But we thouRht 
our leRs were beRinninR to develop, because we 
tied the .seniors for the soccer championship and 
we went to our first Wesleyan dance — a V'alen- 
tine dance with a lead-out throuRh a huRe, lacy 
heart. Then we practiced sonRs for the special 
Benefactors* Day, when the Rreen plaques, now 
so familiar, were put up in the buildinRs. And we 
aanR, dressed in white, — in the rain! That w'as 
in May. And the year was over before we knew it. 

We were sophomores. We were really tadpoles 
still; but we called ourselves “pollywoRs." Even 
then nobody knew what “Tri K" stood for, but 
we had found out that the class used to be called 
the “Ku Klux Klass." We thouRht our leRs had 
RTOwn a lot, because we won the basketball cham- 
pionship. And then dormitory day brouRht high 
school seniors to our rooms; and we felt more 
and more like "pollywoRS.” Tadpoles always lose 
their gills before they become frogs. We didn’t 
feel green any more. Sadly we watched our sis- 
ters graduate. And we were juniors. 

Then came the year when we had the thrill of 
being “big sisters." Funny that when you really 
are getting big, you don’t feel big at all. But w*e 
knew we were frogs by now, and w'e knew our 
legs were fully dev'eloped, because at least five 
times every day we had to climb three flights of 
stairs to third floor. South. It was the year we 
won the soccer tournament. Two o’clock on a cer- 
tain morning was the time that Polly Standifer 
wrapped herself in a sheet and leaned over our 
beds — a very overbearing ghost. Some of us 
were chosen to marshal at graduation. And we 
registered — as seniors. 

And this is — our last year. At last we have 
found out what “KKK" stands for. We think it 
is one of the nicest compliments wre’ve ever had. 
For Miss Johnson was a "freshman" with us, 
and she told us it meant “Kay’s Krmzy Kids." 

We are supposed to be big frogs now and very 
wise and very old, with spectacles. Dr. Gin’s Ad- 
rtce to Freshmen told us to fill ourselves; and we 
have been doing it for four years. Now we are 
full of memories — of whirling dances in the din- 
ing hall — of “Y" candle gleams in the gym win- 
dows — of Christmas carols and doughnuts — of 
“Doc." grinning on the soccer field — of sunbaths 
— of Saturday night swims — of rain — of 
people. 

W’e do not yet feel so very wise. But we are 
sure of this. W’esleyan has given us memories. 
Wesleyan has given us people. W’esleyan has 
filled four happy years — to help us fill a lifetime.
